BARED BY QUIZ 


Durkin Paid Him in Drinks, 
Tailor Testifies. 


Inmates of the comnty jail had no 
difficulty in getting whisky, or per- 
haps, from the price they paid, moon- 
shine, according to a report prepared 
yesterday by Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Charles J. Mueller, who was as 
signed to make an investigation fol- 
lowing the rumor that Martin Dur- 
kin, who is now on trial for the mur- 
der of Edwin Shanahan, government 
agent, has obtained intoxicants during 
his imprisonment. 

_ Fifty cents a drimk, or $2 a pint, 
was the price paid for the liquor, Muel- 
ler said his investigation revealed. It

A New York newspaper mentions casually, though 
with an unmistakable air of pointing with pride, td 
the fact that the city is enjoying tomatoes from the 
Channe! islands, whence large shipments have arrived 
the current week.

The family taken as a basis-of cal- 
culation is the average of those with 
an annual income of $2,500. In other 
words, it takes the entire income of such 
a family for about three years to carry 
each child from birth to 18 years of age. 
It would be of interest from another 
standpoint to find out how much the 
community spends on each child over the 
$1,100 for education as calculated by 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance com- 
pany—how moch for health protection, 
police protection, and other services; but 
I do not know of any close calculation 
on those points made by any one. 

The age of 18 was selected for this 
calculation because at that age the aver- 
age child becomes a producer. He pro- 
duces enough for a part of his expendi- 
tures. The Metropolitan Life Insurancé 
company promises another series of cal- 
culations which will show the relation 
of income to expenditure during the

If at 18 he 
is poorly trained, or is physically or 
mentally incapacitatéd, there is a heavy 
loss. 

If he dies or becomes incapacitated] 
before he has earned $7,266 for his fam- 
fly, he is a loss to them. If he has not 
earned something more than $1,100 for 
the community, he is a loss for society. 
Both the family and the community, 
therefore, have a considerable economic 
interest in the health of children, men- 
tal and physical; tm the training of 
youths; and also in a good span of years 
after age 13.

STATEBANK OF | RIDE THE SKY TRAILS 


CHICAGO BUYS 
LASALLE FEE

The State Bank of Chicago yester 
day purchased the ground under the 
old Woman's Temple building at the 
southwest corner of La Salle.and Mon- 
roe, from the trustees of the Marshall 
Field estate for $1,350,000. This com- 
pletes the merging of the fee and lease 
hold, the bank having bought the 
leasehold estate from the trustees of 
the Field museum in 1919 for $550,004. 


The land fronts ninety-five feet on 
Monroe and 188 feet on La Salle. The 
bank owns property coining on the 
west, with Monroe street frontage, and 
is having tentative sketches made by 
Graham, Anderson, Probst & White, 
for a skyscraper to cover the entire 
site. All the tenants have left the 
old Temple bduilding, making way for 
the wreeckers. 

Uptown May Get Skyscraper. 

The John R. Thompson company has 
bought the leasehold estate at the north- 
east corner of Wilson and Kenmore from 
Ambrose J. Krier, haberdasher, who 
occupies the corner store.
